Anfi-cancer 
drug 
‘impossible 
to detect

The anti-cancer drug which 
ir is alleged was used to kill 
Mrs Margarer Vickers, the wife 
of a Newcastle surgeon, was 
undetectable in & living persor 
10 hours after it was adıminiš- 
tered, and in a dead person 
there was no known means of 
detecting it, ã drug expert told 
Teesside Crown Court Yester= 
day. 

Dr John Simister, a practising 
physician and head of the 
medical deparrment of Lund 
Beck. the London company 
handling rhe imported drug 
known as CCNU, told a jury 
that CNU was quickly elminared 
from the body and under 
normal administration there was 
no reliable technique for 
detecting it. 

Dr Simister’s evidence came 
an the fourth day of the trial 
of Paul Vickers, aged 47, CON- 
sultant orthopaedic surgcon, of 
Moor Crescent, Gosforth, New“ 
castle upon Tyne, and Pamela 
Collison, aged 34, his former 
mistress, a political researcher, 
of Margaret Road, New Barnet, 
Hertfordshire. Both deny mur. 
dering Mrs Vickers 

Dr Simister told the court 
that CNU depressed the bone 
marrow and caltsed aplasia. Airs 
Vickers is alleged to have died 
from aplastic anaemia. 

Dr Simister said he would 
expect total aplasis bad a 
patient been given 44 capsules 
of 40 mg each over a perind of 
17 weeks. There would be no 
bone marrow left, total aplasis, 
Tf only eight tablets had been 
taken, the bone marrow would 
have been depressed but would 
have recovered. The effects ûf 
the drug depended on the 
spread over a period of rime 
during which the capsules nere 
administered. 

Tn reply to Mr Gilbert Gray 
OC, defending Mr Vickers, Dr 
Simisrer agreed that it was pns- 
sible to contract aplastic 
anaemia from arher drugs 
through an idicsyncratic reac. 
tion. They included a number 
of antibiotics and antiinflam- 
matory agents used in the treat- 
ment of arthritis and rhtuma-

Sir, Whether or not Richard 
Dowden js correct in asserting 
tarticle, October 19) that it will 
take an Act of Parliament to 
permit the British Museum Trust 
to part with its treasures, there is 
no doubt that the issues of ethics, 
ownership and patriotism at stake 
are so complex that they will take 
many years to resolve, 

Ar aspect of the problenı 
created by the “looting” of other 
nations’ treasures, which may be 
more nanaze eable, arises froma the 
seizure of historical records and 
archives, The 350 Ethiopian 
manuscripts lo which Dr Richard 
Pankhurst refers (October 21) 
came from the personal collection 
of Emperor Theodore arıd include 
a number of documents absolutely 
crucial to the study of Ethiopian 
history. Other manuscripts of 
considerable importance to Ethio- 
pian students are held in libraries 
at Oxford, Cambridge, Manchester 
and Windsor, and in italy, France 
and the United States. 

It seems unforgivable that of all 
this important material, at the 
moment the texts of only those 
documents selected and quoted by 
scholars travelling or writing irl 
Europe or the USA are available 
for research in Ethiopia. 

Could not Unesco persuaded 
to divert a little of its energ 
Promote the microfilming of these 
and other similar documents sa. 
that their texts can be quickly and 
inexpensively rerurned on micro- 
film for study m the home context
